Arsenate of lead is the best insec- 
ticide for the purpose. It may be ob- 
tained in the form of a-pasto or a 
powder and should bo used at the rato 
of two and one-half pounds of the 


{paste or one pound of the powder,

-Thedifference which exists” be- 
tween varieties’ not only. in’ genoral 
appearance. hut in practical value, is 
enormous, «Sume varieties further- 
more are particularly edapted to cer- 
tain conditions of soil and «limate and 
not at all, or very poorly, to others. 
The experimental farms and. agricul- 
tural colleges ‘Uiroughout. Canada 
haye done and are doing an immense 
amount of work in producing varieties 
suited to different conditions. _These 
institulions, however, cannot always 
furnish- the final verdict as to the 
suitability of a sort for a given farm. 
This requires the consideration-of the 
farmer himself’.or at. least that of 
someone in. the. district. who is com- 


tést of the most likely sorts. 

In.order. to produce paying crops it 
Is not, enough that- suitable varieties 
be grown. Almast equally important 
is the use of, good seed, or, to revert 
to. the. terminology of the breeder ot 
live stock—not only must pedigree he 
considered but -individuality must be 
insisted on aswell. CGood seed may be 
defined ag-follows, viz: ~ . 

a.—Seed which belongs to a_ well 
bred variety, ~ which has proved. its 
special ftness:for the district where 
it is to be grown and_ 

b—Seed which, has come ~ from 
strong, vigorous; parents, . which pos: 
SeBSCS strong. germinating power, is 


large,. uniform,~ “‘piump,-.sound,.. well 
matured, free from weed ‘seeds, -and 
from other objectionable seeds or 


kernels. 

Seed of approved aartiee originat- 
ing from reliable sources—chiefly ex: 
perimental farms and colleges—is pro- 
pagated now. in Et auntie quanti. 
ties by members of ' the Canadian 
Seed Growers’ Association. These 
people sell either directly or through 
seed firms, Their-seed crops are in- 
spected before “harvest, while the 
seed they offer for sale must also pass 
a rigid inspection. for purity as well 
as for germination. If the growing 
crop passes a satisfactory inspection 
as regards purity of variety and free- 
dom from disease from all impurities 
it may be officially graded ag register- 
ed seed and handled as such. All re- 
gistered seed is handled in sealed 
sacks with registration tags attucred, 
Parmers desiring to secure high grade 
seed of approved varieties should 
get in touch with the secretary of this 
association, whose headquarters are at 
114 Victoria street, Ottawa. 


How to Handle Cream 


To Get Special Grade | 


Some very practical and beneficial 
suggestions regarding the handling of 
cream were given’ at a recent U.F.A. 
mecting, when the members heard an 
address on the care of cream by H. 
W. Trimble, of Red. Deer Dairy Pro- 
ducts. Some of Mr. Trimble’s points 
were! : 

The caro of cream to get a special 
grade, A few things that you should 
do:-— 

Pure water in abundance for cows. 
Keep salt before’ cows at all times. 
Milk in a clean stable, See that ud- 
ders and teats are clean before milk- 
ing. Use only bright tin pails, Clean 
separator; separator should be wash- 
ed after each milking. Cream should 
be cooled in a clean place free from 
odors. Cool cream in cold water to 
50 degrees or colder as soon as you 
can after separating. To get good 
results use a thermometer. Stir the 
cream once or twice during. cooling.

The second annual feeders’ day con- 
ducted by the animal husbandry 
branch of the University will be held 
Saturday, April 14, the last day of 
the Edmonton spring stock show. The 
results of the tests in livestock feed- 
ing will be the subject of discussions 
during the sessions. In ‘tie steer fin- 
ishing trials, 72 steers are being fin- 
ished, comparing oat silage with sun- 
flower silage, oat hay and prairie 
hay; good feeders and fair feeders, 
and also the economy of gains on 
calves, yearlings and two-year olds. 
The results of experiments in sheep 
and swine feeding will also be dis- 
cussed, :

General 
discussion on feeding and- management 
of hogs, led by Geo. Gall and J. W. 
Bailey. Breeding ewe lambs by J. 
fi. Bowstead. Rations for pregnant 
ewes, by Mr. Bowstead, Fattening 
lambs, by J. P. Sockville and I. V. 
Parslow: 

At the noon luncheon the speakers 
will include Dr. Tory, Hon, Geo. Hoad- 
ley, H, A. Craig, Hon. Perren Baker, 
W. J. Stark of Edmonton, and BH. LL. 
Richardson, of Calgary. | 

The afternoon session will include 
a review of steer feeding experiments 
by J! P. Sackville; a discussion on 
stecr feeding led by S. G. Carlyle, 
livestock, commissioner; an address 
on problems of marketing by H. 8S.

Methods of. Control 
Of The Hessian Fiy

The depredations of the Hessian 
Fly in western Canada, while irregu- 
lar, affect the grain crops rather bad- 
ly when they do occur. Mr. Norman 
Criddle, ‘entomologist for the Domin- 
ion department of agriculture, in 
charge'foér Manitoba, in a recently is- 


sued pamphlet, states that the pest

The Hessian fly. multiplies most 
quickly in wet years and in areas 
where there is the most rainfall. 
Sometimes the Wheatstem Sawfly is 
mistaken for the Hessian, but. there 
is considerable difference in its na- 
ture and habits. As, however, both 
are to be found jn-stubble, it is often 
times possible to. destroy both by 
deep, well-turned plowing. The saw- 
fly can readily make its way through 
loose plowing, and for that reason 
spring plowing should be packed. The 
use of a skimmer is recommended to 
insure all the stubble being turned 
in. The desirability is emphasized of 
cooperation among’ farmers in the 
warfare against the Hessian fly and 
the Sawfly, as their habits are migra-
